Special Senate runoff and Assembly elections 
were held simultaneously on Nov. 8 and Mountjoy 
won both.

Dear Dr. Tami, 

I have a rabbit and a guinea pig. Is it all right to 
give my guinea pig rabbit pellets.'' 

No. Guinea pigs are unique in that they can't 
produce their own vitamin C. and they must 
get it in their food or water supply. Vitamin C. 
deficiency results in scurvy. Symptoms, of 
scurvy include loss of appetite, swollen painful 
joints, poor bone and tcxith development, hair 
loss and bleeding from gums. Adequate levels 
of vitamin C are usually included in pellet diets 
for guinea pigs. However, improper storage and 
handling to the pellets results in loss of vitaniin ^ 
C. It is imjx>rtant that you don't keep guinea 
pig ix'llets stored for more than a few months 
and 1 recommend supplementing them with 
additional vitamin C. Since vitamin (1 is a water 
soluble vitamin what is not used it excreted by 
the kidneys into the urine.

Rattlesnake Capsules Involved in Three Deaths 

The Los Angeles County Department of Health Services is advising persons, especially those with chronic 
illnesses, to avoid using "rattlesnake capsules," also called polvo de vibora, came de vibora, and vibora de 

In recent months, five Los Angeles County residents were hospitalized with a bacterial infection caused 
by a species of Salmonella commonly found in reptiles. In two patients, testing of rattlesnake capsules in 
their possession showed Salmonella contamination. All five patients had underlying chronic illnesses and 

experienced severe Salmonella infections; three died. 

Rattlesnake capsules are used as a folk remedy for a variety of chronic medical problems including acne 
cancer, arthritis, AIDS and blood disorders. The capsules are made of dried, ground rattlesnake meat and 
are readily available in many pharmacies and swapmeets. Because reptiles often harbor the Sdmonella 

bacteria, rattlesnake capsules are likely to be contaminated as well. 

Salmonella can cause fever, diarrhea, abdominal pain and sometimes vomiting. The bacteria can also 
infect the bloodstream resulting in serious, potentially fatal illness. Physicians are advised to warn their 
patients with chronic illnesses of the health risk associated with taking rattlesnake capsules.

How many times do you hear or read the words,

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Arcadia P.D. Helps in 
Extradition 

Detective Rich Castro of the Arcadia Police Department, accompanied by a 
United States Marshal, last Thursday returned Haitham Al-Nasseri to Los An¬ 
geles from London to face child abduction charges in Los Angeles County. 

The case involves the 31-year-old dual national from Iraq, his 23-year-old 
wife, Michelle, a United States citizen and former Arcadia resident, and their 2- 
year-old son, Laith. 

The couple separated in April of 1994 and was in the process of divorce when 
Al-Nasseri told his wife that he was taking the child on a short trip and would 
return on July 24. When they failed to return, contact was made with the Arcadia 
P.D. Investigation revealed that the father had taken his son out of the country 
and that they were in Iraq. 

A felony warrant was issued and approved for international extradition and 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation issued a federal fugitive warrant. On Sept. 
2, the suspect was arrested at Heathrow Airport in London, where Michelle Al- 
Nasseri had agreed to meet her husband. 

A series of extradition hearings took place in London, and it was directed that 
Al-Nasseri be extradited to Los Angeles County to stand trial on child conceal¬ 
ment charges. He was booked at the Arcadia city jail on the outstanding arrest 
warrants and was arraigned last Friday at the Criminal Courts Building in Los 
Angeles. 

Youngster in Critical Condition 
After Being Hit by Car 

Shawn Bui reportedly ran out into the street and was hit by a 1984 Nissan 
driven-by a 34-year-old male resident of La Habra near the intersefction of Tenth 
and Camino ^eal on Saturday, just after noon. The incident took place just one 
day before the youngster's third birthday. 

The driver of the car has not been charged, and it is not anticipated that any 
charges will be filed, according to Bruce Smith, a spokesman for the Arcadia 
Police Department's Major Accident Investigation Team. 

The child was taken to Methodist Hospital with head and spinal column trauma 
and was later transferred to Huntington Memorial Hospital, where, as of Mon¬ 
day, he was a patient in the pediatric intensive care unit with a dislocated spinal 
column. However, on Monday, hospital authorities reported that there was move¬ 
ment in his legs and that he had opened his eyes. 

Young Bui had been staying with an aunt, who lived in the 1400 block of Tenth 
Ave., while his parents were out of town.

Letter to the

Councilman responds 

I am writing in response to a "Letter to the Edi¬ 
tor" that appeared in the Nov. 24 issue of your news¬ 
paper. My intent in writing to you now is to clarify 
statements attributed to me by Mr. Tom LeVeque 
and to correct a blatant misrepresentation. 

Mr. LeVeque's statement regarding my lack of 
support for law enforcement is simply untrue. On 
the contrary, as an elected official I have been a 
strong supporter of all public safety activities for 
many years. As a private individual, I am both ap¬ 
preciative and grateful to the men and women who 
serve the Arcadia community. Mr. LeVeque infers 
that because I am not in favor of the 3/12 work 
schedule proposed by the Police Relief Association 
that I am not supportive of their work. In fact, noth¬ 
ing could be further from the truth. I want to pro¬ 
vide Arcadia residents with the best Police Depart¬ 
ment around. I want competent, dedicated, well- 
trained officers, and I want them to work in an en¬ 
vironment that allows them to do their job as best 
they can and in as safe an atmosphere as possible. I 
do not feel that it is in the best interest of either the 
public or the officers to work three 12-hour days in 
a row. That, however, does not mean that I am not 
supportive of law enforcement in general, or the 
Arcadia Police Department in particular. 

Furthermore, my comments at the Nov. 15 City 
Council meeting comparing construction industry 
workers' compensation statistics to those for police 
officers were intended to point out that there are sig¬ 
nificant risks in many types of jobs. As an example, 
having been in the construction industry for over 35 
years, I am fully aware of the numerous risks faced 
by these workers on a daily basis. Does this mean that 
construction workers are more important than police 
officers, or that they are special? No, what it does 
mean is that police officers are not unique in having 
a job where they face risks in the line of duty. It's also 
important to remember that anyone working as a 
police officer made the decision to enter this field 
knowing what was involved. They freely cho.se this 
career and all that goes with it, good and bad. 

In conclusion, I want to make it clear that I have 
always been and will continue to be a strong sup¬ 
porter of law enforcement. I think that the Arcadia 
Police Department does an excellent job of utilizing 
the resources provided to them by the City Council 
to protect the residents of our community. As a Coun¬ 
cil Member, I form my opinions and make my deci¬ 
sions based upon all of the information and research 
available to me. Not only do I have the right to ex¬ 
press my opinions, concerns and desires, I have the 
obligation to do so in order that the citizens of 
Arcadia are fully aware of my position on a particu¬ 
lar issue as well as my reasons for coming to that con¬ 
clusion. It is typical for people in public service to 
be misjudged and quoted out of context; that comes 
with the territory. Although this is certainly not fair 
to the party involved, it does more of a disservice to 
the citizens who are being asked to believe things that 
are just not true. I would be happy to discuss this 
matter with any resident desiring further clarification.
